The year 1947 has been the most active and strenuous 
in the history of the Scarborough Fire Department. 
Calls responded to by the Department totaled 257. Calls 
were divided as follows:

The Danish Village fire was the largest single oss 
during the year. This fire, after a bad start at midm-ht, 
was confined to the main building where it originated 
and I feel that the men did a fine job at this, as well as 
all the threatening woods fires, which we had to con¬ 
tend with in our own town in October and November. 
Trucks with men to the number of three at a time were 
sent to neighboring cities and towns when their calls 
for assistance were received. 
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The alarm system is in operation with the men hav 
ing books for box numbers and assignments issued to 
them. Two engine companies are assigned to all box 
fires, with extra apparatus responding to locations re¬ 
quiring extra coverage. Two horn installations are being 
asked for this year, which should give nearly complete 
coverage when they are installed at Pine Point and at 
Pleasant Hill. 

This report would not be complete without an expres¬ 
sion of thanks to the South Portland and Cape Eliza¬ 
beth Fire Departments, the many organizations, oil 
companies for use of tank trucks, and citizens in gen¬ 
eral, who so kindly helped during the trying days of 
last fall. Trucks of our department were manned night 
and day, and the men were served lunches while on 
duty, in the stations and at fires.

It is a recommendation of the School Committee and 
your Superintendent of Schools that every Scarborough 
citizen spend a little time studying the outstanding 
record of Mr. Bessey. His retirement will leave a void 
that is hard to fill. His last report follows this one and 
you are urged to read it with care.

Elementary Reading Program 

During the past year and a half our reading program 
has been completed so that every youngster in Scar¬ 
borough may have the opportunity of reading the ma¬ 
terial published by Rowe, Peterson. This is one of the 
finest reading programs available and our children are 
showing genuine progress. The interest level of this 
program is high and the workbooks and teaching aids 
make it possible for each youngster to develop at his 
own rate. 
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Arithmetic Program 

Here again all Scarborough children are now using 
the same series of books starting in Grade one and con¬ 
tinuing through Grade eight. This program has not 
only considerable drill material but an increased num¬ 
ber of practical problems involving arithmetic. This 
makes it possible for each youngster to use in many 
different, practical ways the process taught in each 
grade. 


Elementary Testing 

Every year all youngsters in Grade three through 
eight are given a standard achievement test, which 
show their results in arithmetic, reading, language, 
spelling and writing. These results will be in the hands 
of t ae elementary teachers and principals within the 
no month and parents are urged to confer with the 
tempers about the results. It is exceedingly important 
th ' hey study past test results so that they may decide 
wh - ler their child is making real progress. 


High School 

Because of the increased enrollment at the High 
School and the desire to decrease the teaching load of 
our teachers so that we might develop higher standards, 
it became necessary for us to hire two extra teachers in 
the fall of 1947. The results in academic achievements 
make it apparent that this action was very worthwhile.

The High School has continued its testing program 
which makes it possible not only to measure academic 
standards of the high school but also to measure indi¬ 
vidual youngsters. This data is available to any parent 
and may be secured through a conference with teacher 
and principal. 


Music 

We have been fortunate this year in once again de 
oping a music program which has the high stand - 
to which Scarborough is accustomed and has ha '.n 
the past. 

The music program this year is aimed at giving each 
child a well rounded musical experience. There are fi ve- 
major phases on which emphasis is placed. They are 
the following: singing, rhythm work, theory—the how 
and why of music, listening to appreciate, and instru¬ 
mental work. 

These are tied in as closely as possible with the regu¬ 
lar class work in an effort to make music a part of the 
whole educational program. 
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The table below indicates the enrollment changes 
occurring this past year. As of October first this year 
we had 53 more in our schools than last year.

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School Enrollment 

The Oak Hill Schools are faced with very definite 
overcrowded conditions. It should be understood that 
large classes mean a lowering of standards (to the de¬ 
gree that we are able to reduce these large classes— 
to that degree youngsters may receive more personal 
attention from a teacher). 

We have several classes this year at the Oak Hill 
Grammar School in which there have been between 
44 _ 46 youngsters enrolled at all times. It is impossible 
to expect that these children will achieve as much as 
youngsters in classes of 25 or 30. 

The increased enrollment at the High School and in 
the elementary schools have made necessary larger 
classes and few opportunities for teachers to give 
youngsters individual attention. 

Housing Problem 

The only long term answer to this problem is :r . e 
class rooms. After considerable study a school building 
committee consisting of Mr. Russell I. Moulton, Mvs. 
Mary P. Skillings, Mr. Jerry Pillsbury, Mr. J. Ha^ ;-)d 
Newcomb, and Mr. Harold C. Payson, recommended an 
addition to the High School costing $125,000. Because 
of the debt limitations, it is impossible to build at the 
present time. The only immediate solution would be the 
development of a school district organization in Scar¬ 
borough which would permit borrowing sufficient funds 
to build the addition recommended by the very fine 
building committee. Even this solution would mean an 
addition ready for occupancy in 1950. In the meanwhile 
our youngsters must suffer. In all probability Scar¬ 
borough will have to have double sessions in either the 
High School or Grammar Schools within the next year. 
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Summer Maintenance 

During the past summer a sound summer mainte¬ 
nance program was carried on in all the schools. For 
example, at the Dunstan School the entire building was 
washed as was the furniture. The lower portion of the 
stairs and corridors was painted. All floors were refln- 
ished. Similar program of maintenance was carried on 
in other schools but to a lesser degree. Such a program 
carried on over a period of years would prevent costly 
repairs in the future. 


Financial Report 

A year ago the Citizens of Scarborough saw fit to 
make the following appropriations for school purposes. 
Scnool Maintenance $77,831.50, Repair and Equipment 
$3,083.40 and Superintendent of Schools $2,625.00. The 
]■: ncial statement which follows indicates clearly that 
t a ' School Committee accepted this trust and has lived 
v. : iin its budget. A study of the newspapers will reveal 
not only that costs are increasing but that many school 
sys terns and other governmental departments have not 


found it possible.

SCARBOROUGH HIGH SCHOOL 

I herewith submit my last report as principal of Scar¬ 
borough High School. 

Lest such an opportunity never present itself to me 
again, I wish through the medium of this report to 
express my sincere thanks to the citizens of Scarbor¬ 
ough for the very pleasant relationships which have 
existed between us. May I congratulate you for the 
generous support which you have provided during my 
tenure to build up and develop the facilities for the 
education of your boys and girls who are the town's 
greatest asset. 

My appreciation is extended to all pupils who have 
studied under my principalship for the spirit of genuine 
friendliness and comradeship which they have always 
shown me during and since their school days; to all 
former and present teacher associates for their lo>.; i 
co-operation and their unceasing and unselfish assis - 
ance in the administration of the school; to Super!: - 
tendent Bair, whose friendly advice and compete re 
leadership have been most stimulating; to ex-Superi 
tendent Heald, whose wise counsel and capable gin. 
ance have helped me immeasureably to any successes 
which I may have achieved as principal—to him I ow e 
a lifelong debt of gratitude. 

When I first came to Scarborough thirty years ago 
during World War I, approximately fifty high school 
pupils were enrolled in the building now housing the 
Oak Hill Primary School with only the three-room top 
floor available for high school use. They were taught by 
a faculty of three members. The curriculum was almost 
wholly college preparatory in its scope and school ac¬ 
tivities were few. 
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This year, a ten-room building, staffed with a faculty 
of ten members, houses about one hundred and seventy 
pupils, and an enrollment of one hundred and eighty- 
five is predicted for next year. Pupils may now elect 
college preparatory, general, home economics or indus¬ 
trial arts work and I am confident that a majority of 
the voting citizens will cast their ballots at the coming 
town meeting for the installation of a long-needed com¬ 
mercial course. The curriculum can then provide very 
adequately not only for the comparatively small num¬ 
ber of college-minded youth but also for the great ma¬ 
jority of pupils who need a more general or practical 
or vocational type of training. Our curricular and extra¬ 
curricular work also includes physical education, music, 
dramatics, publications, clubs, student council, guid¬ 
ance classes, library training, social activities and ath¬ 
letics of many types. 


Our success in interscholastic competitive activities 
d l ing the last thirty years is evidenced by eighteen 
; ophies in boys’ Track (four of which represent State 
. \ mpionships), three girls’ Track trophies, twelve tro¬ 
phies in Public Speaking (which does not include five 
individual prize winners in State contests), three Bas¬ 
ketball trophies (one for a State championship), two 
Rifle trophies, one Cross-country and one Swimming 
trophy. 


I feel it a privilege and an honor to have served your 
community for so long a time and I leave your employ 
conscious of the binding ties of many close friendships 
and filled with the memories of very happy associations.

SCARBOROUGH COMMUNITY NURSING 
SERVICE 


To the Board of the Scarborough Nursing Service and 
the Citizens of the Town of Scarborough: 

As public health nurse, I again submit a brief sum¬ 
mary of the work done by the Scarborough Community 
Nursing Service in the last year. 

There were 1,067 home visits made, including, as 
usual, bedside care of the ill, education and health 
supervision to expectant mothers, infants and pre¬ 
school children, follow-up work in communicable di¬ 
sease and the securing of medical care for crippled 
children and those with cardiac disturbances. 
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We are fortunate to have the use of all the State and 
hospital clinics at the Maine General Hospital. At the 
present time there are several children attending the 
cardiac and crippled children’s clinics regularly. There 
the child receives complete examination by competent 
physicians, hospitalization and operation, if necessary. 
We also have a few who are getting speech training 
through these same sources. 

Fourteen child health conferences were held during 
the year with a total of 179 children receiving physical 
examinations. Dr. Haigis was the attending physician 
at some of these conferences, Dr. Burbank at others. 
One hundred twenty-nine children took advantage of 
the immunization for whooping cough, diphtheria, scar¬ 
let fever and small pox. The nurse received assistance 
from many of the citizens in direct aid at the clinics 
a: 1 in transportation of the children. 


Schools 

nysical examinations, numbering 576 were made by 
V ' laigis, School Physician. Follow-up visits were made 
tc he homes of all children found to have any serious 
do.'ects. Frequent contacts are made with the teachers 
and the schools in order that any signs of illness may 
be quickly detected and, too, that problems which arise 
daily may be discussed and ironed out. Our lack of any 
large or too serious epidemics is due, in a great part, 
to the fine cooperation of the teachers and other school 
personnel. 

Tuberculin testing was done in the high school and 
sub-primary grades with 259 children receiving the 
Patch test. The 31 individuals X-rayed included posi¬ 
tive reactors and rechecks from previous years. 
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Two immunization clinics were held— 

56 were vaccinated against small pox. 

20 were inoculated against diphtheria. 

This year the audiometer was used for testing hear¬ 
ing of all pupils from the 4th grade through the high 
school. 598 children were checked and notices sent 
home to parents regarding any defects. 

Seventy-one children had their vision retested with 
the telebinocular eye machine. Both the kiwanis Club 
and the Red Cross helped in securing glasses for a 
few children. 

Our third dental clinic was in operation 11 days this 
year, giving treatment to 138 children many of whom 
might otherwise have had to go without needed dental 
care. This clinic is made available to us by the Cum¬ 
berland County Public Health Association, and, in sub¬ 
scribing to it, we follow their rules and regulations. It ii 
impossible for the Scarborough Community Nursing- 
Service to broaden the scope of this work as has been 
suggested because of financial limitations and the 
dearth of professional men willing to do this work. 

In conclusion, I should like to thank all school per¬ 
sonnel, the members of the nursing board and the 
town officials for the friendly cooperation given me 
in my work.

PHILOMENE CUMMINGS. 
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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 

Health conditions in the town have continued to im¬ 
prove the past year. The number of contagious diseases 
were at a new low. Although there was some scarlet 
fever early in the year and several recent cases the 
total, as well as of other contagious diseases, was below 
the average. Much of this is no doubt due to Mrs. 
Cummings and Dr. Haigis’ work among children of 
school and pre-school ages. Overcrowding in schools 
and school transportation as well as conditions in some 
homes still present a constant source of danger in 
spreading any diseases which might occur. 

The housing shortage has caused many to move from 
the cities to the suburbs and Scarborough, ideally lo¬ 
cated, has had a large number of new houses built and 
the future promises still more. In congested areas the 
erage disposal problem has been serious and has 

i sed the state engineers and myself to inspect a large 
nmnber of places where systems were defective. The 
in difficulty has been lack of room for absorption 
f:v aches and soil conditions. 

The pollution of certain areas of clam flats, now 
closed, has been taken up with the State Sanitary Water 
Board in an effort to find the cause and a remedy which 
so far has proved unsuccessful. One instance reported 
of refuse dumped in the river in another town which 
washed down and over the flats in Scarborough was 
taken care of by the State Department. 

In line with the State’s effort to protect bathers at 
beaches, watch was constantly kept for signs of sewer¬ 
age along the coast but none was found due to recent 
sanitary improvements in adjoining towns and elim¬ 
ination of sewerage emptying on beaches in this town. 
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There were a large number of dogs quarantined last 
year because of complaints that they had bitten some¬ 
one. It is difficult to impress on owners that this quar¬ 
antine is important and that laws require penalty for 
violation. 

As in the past there were complaints from persons 
who feared all precautions were not being taken in 
cases of contagious diseases but all reported cases have 
been taken care of, checked with doctors and nurses 
and, when there was any doubt, with the Portland Dis¬ 
trict Health Office or the Health Director at Augusta 
and handled according to their directions. 

The vaccination and toxoid clinics are being contin¬ 
ued as usual. 

We are fortunate to have health-minded town offi¬ 
cials and I wish to thank them and all others who have 
assisted me in conducting this office.
